New Dial System 
Dedicated Here

Installation of dial system tele¬ 
phones in Morgan. Liiiuii a.*«S 
Wolfe counties will help erase the 
stigma of being referred to as 
"backward," Circuit Judge John 
A. Keck declared Wednesday 
night at the dedication of the 
Mountain Rural Telephone Co¬ 
operative's new three-county sys¬ 
tem. 

The Sandy Hook jurist was the 
principal speaker at ceremonies 
celebrating the activation of the 
new dial telephone system. About 
400 persons from the three coun¬ 
ties attended the celebration in 
the Morgan County high school 
gym here. 

"With the coming of roads, im¬ 
proved schools and better com¬ 
munication by dial phones, we 
are now catching up with other 
parts of Kentucky," Judge Keck 
said. 

"But for too long now the rest 
■ if the state h*' referred to Us 
here in Eastern Kentucky us 
backward. The unfavorable pub¬ 
licity over the years about sub¬ 
marginal agriculture, sub-stand¬ 
ard schools and mud roads in the 
mountains have left a stigma that 
is not deserved. Kor In these 
things we are beginning to catch 
up with the rest of the state. 

"We here in Eastern Kentucky 
don't ask for bundles from Wash¬ 
ington. Ail we do ask is to be 
given an equal opportunity with 
the rest of the state We have 
here in Eastern Kentucky the 
purest Anglo-Saxon blood any¬ 
where; we have everything we 
need if we have the same oppor¬ 
tunities as the rest of the state 
and nation. But we need more 
representation in our government 
from Eastern Kentucky. 

Reminding his audience that 
the REA established by executive 
act of President Roosevelt in 1439 
and later amended by Congress

phone systems. Judge Keck said. 
'We are recipients of REA also, 
for if it had not been for REA 
we would still be burning oil 
lamp* '* 

"But the amended REA rural 
telephone act stipulated that It 
must be co-operative. The people 
of Morgan, Elliott and Wolfe 
counties have cooperated in this 
enterprise and now we are just 
approaching what many counties 
have had for many years—good 
communication. 

"Also the improvement in re¬ 
cent years of our roads, of our 
agriculture enterprise and of our 
schools is resulting in what East¬ 
ern Kentucky Is capable of being 
—a beautiful and progressive and 
prosperous section of Kentucky." 

Walter L. Wolff of Washington, 
D C. represented the REA at the 
celebration and presented the 
certificate of quality service to 
Wm A Heagen of Ezel. president 
of the co-op Henry A. .Stovall of 
Hazel Green, vice-president of 
the co-op, responded with a brief 
talk. 

Mr. Wolff, himself a native 
Kentuckian, said he had talked 
to Morgan countians in the court 
house in West Liberty in 1939 to 
explain how they could obtain 
REA power through the new REA 
act. 'Now you have a wonderful 
six-county REA system through

He said also 
that these drugs are shortening 
the time of recovery for many 
patients and that mortality from 
chest surgery now is about 4% 
as compared to 50% to 90% a 
few years ago.

$23,928 in currency stolen from 
the Peoples Bank of Sandy Hook 
had been recovered by the bond¬ 
ing company, the Fidelity and De¬ 
posit Corporation of Maryland^ 
was confirmed today by the In¬ 
dianapolis branch office of the 
firm. 

Sheriff D. A. Lewis, Jr. was 
informed Monday by Robert 
Stowe, F. B. I. agent of Ashland, 
that the bonding company had 
phoned him it had recovered $22,- 
800 of the stolen currency. The 
Elliott sheriff said Stowe told 
him that was all the information 
he had on the matter. 

Dysard & Dysard, Ashland at¬ 
torneys for the bonding company, 
said they had no information on 
the matter. 

The Elliott News called the In¬ 
dianapolis branch office of the 
bonding company Tuesday morn¬ 
ing and was told that its agent, 
Stewart Gordon, had phoned in 
from some place in Ohio that he 
had recovered S22.800 of the 
stolen money and that it -as ac¬ 
tual loot taken from the bank. 

No details of how the money 
was recovered or who turned it 
in could be obtained. 

The bonding company had of¬ 
fered a reward of 20% of any 
of the money that was returned. 
This would have amounted to a 
reward of $4,560.00. 

Two masked men armed with 
revolvers robbed the People's 
Bank shortly before closing time 
the afternoon of Nov. 19. They 
locked Assistant Cashier R W. 
Thompson and his wife, a clerk, 
in the bank vault and escaped 
with $23,928 in currency. 

Late that night a posse led by 
Morgan County Sheriff Aaron 
Lykins arrested Orbra Jack Met¬ 
calf, 23, of Germantown, Ohio 
and Ernest Carter, 20, also of 
Germantown at the home of Car¬ 
ter’s cousin. George Wilbur Lewis 
at Zag, Morgan county. 

Metcalf and Carter later were 
tried in U. S. District Court at 
Catlettsburg and sentenced to 20 
years each in prison. They de¬ 
nied the robbery and never re¬ 
vealed to officials the hiding place 
of the stolen currency. 

Local officers, State Police, the 
F.b.I. agents and representatives 
of the insurance company had 
made exhaustive searches in the 
Zag section for the money. Also 
numerous citizens had made wide 
searches in the region. 

On Feb. 3rd, the Fidelity and 
Deposit Company of Maryland, 
which had immediately repaid the 
bank for the insured funds stolen, 
offered a reward of 20% of any 
cash recovered from the $23,928 
in currency stolen from the bank. 
Notices of the reward were pub¬ 
lished in the Elliott County News 
and the Licking Vailey Courier. 
The reward notice was signed by 
Dysard & Dysard of Ashland, at¬ 
torneys for the insurance company.

MILK TO HOLD STEADY 

Farmers may expect about the 
same prices for milk and cream 
this year as in 1954, says the 
outlook report of the University 
of Kentucky College of Agricult¬ 
ure and Home Economics. Demand 
for milk and milk products may¬ 
be a little stronger, while volume 
of milk production and costs of 
feed probably will be about the 
same. Milk production reached 
all-time high levels in 1953 and 
agair in 1954, despite droughts. 
Normal pasture and crop condit¬ 
ions this season could bring a 
new high production of milk, if 
about the same number of cows 
are milked, says the report.
